After checking he advised the following 
sentence would be inserted, "In fact, prior to the assassination of 
President Kennedy, I never had any information indicating potential 
violence on the part of Oswald. '• I told Shanklin to have the affidavit ^ 
completed and send it to the Bureau this afternoon. 

I also advised Shanklin of the results of Mr. Malley's contact h 
vith Mr. Rankin of the Commission today, including the fact that
